Plano now has its branch 
absentee voting box and it’s 
leg al, 
acco rd in g 
to 
the 
Secretary of State’s office. 
The Collin County Com­ 
m issio n ers 
Court 
Wed- 
nesday--in what was called a 
continuation of their Monday 
m eeting -reversed a stand 
against locating an absentee 
box in Plano, but there was 
some question Thursday as 
to w hether or not the box 
could be used, due to a 


posting requirem ent in the 
Texas Election Code. 
According to the code, the

voting boxes m ust be posted 
in the county courthouse IO 
days prior to the opening of 
absentee voting.

Thus, since the Plano box 
was established two years 
ago, there is no need to post 
notice of its operation for the 
Nov. 5 General Election, a 
spokesm an for the Secretary 
of S tate’s office revealed.

Bond Approval 
‘Must ’ for Plano 


Voters are being asked to go to the polls tomorrow 
and decide whether or not the Plano Independent 
School D istrict will be allowed to spend nearly $25 
million in bond money over the next three years. 
The Daily Star-Courier urges all citizens to go to the 
polls and vote FOR the bond issue. 
The ballot will contain two propositions-one calling 
for $22,470,000 in bond money to be spent on school 
construction, renovation and planning, while the 
second seeks $2,500,000 in bond funds to construct a 
m ulti-purpose athletic complex. 
We think the election tom orrow entails a simple, 
basic question: 
Do we as Planoites continue to plan for the future and 
assure our com m unity of an educational system which 
has a statew ide reputation for quality and excellence, 
or do we close our eyes to reality and allow our schools 
to 
become 
overcrowded, 
understaffed 
and 
an 
educational vacuum 
A wide range of experts in the fields of education, 
architecture, urban development and finance were 
consulted by a blue-ribbon, representative cross- 
section com m ittee of citizens. After three months of 
independent and joint research, the com m ittee cam e to 
one conclusion . . . these funds MUST be m ade 
available to the school district. 
The school population in Plano is expected to jum p 
over 50 percent during the next three years-from the 
current 13,350 to approxim ately 21,000. 
This m eans that Plano MUST have 
six 
new 
elem entary schools, a new junior high school, a 9-10 
grade high school, additions and renovations to some 
existing schools, and planning 
funds 
for 
future 
facilities and school sites, including a new high school 
on the east side of Plano. 
The com m ittee also recom m ended the multi-purpose 
athletic complex, the initial phase of which will be a 
football-soccer stadium This stadium , with artificial 
turf, will elim inate the need for future stadium s and 
will save thousands of tax dollars in m aintenance and 
repairs. In that respect, and taking into consideration 
the economy of this decade, the athletic complex also is 
a MUST. 
So far, objections to the two bond proposals have 
been m inim al and seem to stem from those citizens 
who disagree with m atters of adm inistrative policy or 
with educational concepts. We think these are m atters 
which should be considered as issues during school 
board elections, and not made part of a bond election. 
In essence, it isn t reasonable, nor is it morally right 
to deny Plano children a quality education because of 
personal preferences or dislikes. Instead, the positive 
aspects of a continuing excellence in education should 
be the m ain criteria. 
Both the City Council and the Cham ber of Com merce 
have unanimously endorsed the school bond proposals 
and the Daily Star-Courier wholeheartedly joins in that 
endorsem ent. 
Plano is your city, and if you are FOR Plano, then 
vote FOR the school bonds.

Arthur Burns, chairm an of 
the Federal Reserve Board, 
this week said it was indeed 
a recession, but Commerce 
Secretary Frederick B. Dent 
Thursday disagreed, saying: 
“ What we have is sideways 
waffling ” 
A recession generally is 
viewed as 
“ a 
tem porary 
falloff of business activity.” 
Dent said the country is 
riot in a recession because 
the slump is not a “general 
business decline.” 
It was largely confined to 
the auto industry in the first 
q u a rte r. 
In

second 
q u a rte r th e declin e w as 
caused by a sharp price 
increase for im ported oil 
In the third quarter figures 
rele ase d 
T h u rsd ay , 
the 
Commerce D epartm ent said 
the decline resulted from 
housing, down 30.5 per cent; 
exports, down 13.9 per cent, 
and business inventories, for 
which percentages were not 
available, down $5 billion

The 
industry this week asked for 
a $126 million, 18.2 per cent 
jump. 
“ I can assure you that the 
board intends to use a sharp 
pencil when we w rite the 
final ra te s,” Christie said 
Thursday. 
The 16.8 per cent figure is 
an average of the varying 
rate increases suggested for 
different classificiations of 
d riv e rs, 
c a te g o rie s 
of 


coverages and territories of 
the state. 
The prem ium increase for

a v e ra g e 
d riv e r 
who 
drives his car to work and

sta n d a rd 
lia b ility , 
com prehensive and collision 
coverages would be $44 in 
Houston, $33 in Dallas, $30 in 
San Antonio and Fort Worth,

$37 in Laredo. The highest 
increase would be $48 in 
M ontgomery 
County,

the lowest would be $22 in 
Bowie County.

or all purpose cement, 4V£ x 2 x 
34-inch piece of wood for hold­ 
er, clear shellac or varnish. 
G eneral directions: Remove 
m etal sp rin g clip fro m the 
clothespins. 
Decide 
on 
color 
com bination to be used and pre­ 
pare dye solutions. F or each 
color, mix Va cup of liquid dye 
or Vi package powder dye in 
one pint of hot tap water. D i­ 
vide clothespins or clothespin 
pieces and dye an equal num ber 
in each dye solution, stirring 5 
to IO m inutes. For the trivet, 
done in a red and blue color 
scheme, 
six 
clothespins 
were 
left undyed for natural color 
c o n tra st. R em ove c lo th e sp in s 
from dye solutions and rinse in 
cool w ater, then let dry th o r­ 
oughly on paper towels. W hen 
clothespin creations are th o r­ 
oughly dry, finish by coating 
with clear shellac or varnish, if 
desired. 
Trivet: A rrange clothespins in 


groups of three in the. same 
color; place groups together to 
form rectangular shape. Glue 
sides and tips of clothespins to­ 
gether where they touch and 
press into position. Allow to 
dry flat. 
Letter or napkin holder: Dye 
the wood block a color to m atch 
or coordinate with clothespin 
pieces to be used. Im m erse the 
block into the dye solution or 
use a brush or sponge to apply 
the dye. If color appears too 
light after drying, reapply dye; 
allow to dry com pletely. Apply 
glue to side edges of wood 
block and to bottom tip of flat 
side of clothespin pieces. A lter­ 
nating colors, press 12 clothes­ 
pin pieces onto each side of 
wood block; allow to dry thor­ 
oughly.

Do Budgets Really Work? 


The concept of budgets and 
“budgeting” has becom e as 
much an American institution 
as apple pie and motherhood. 
Few people will admit they 
don’t budget their money well, 
and, on the other hand, people 
who never budget generally ad­ 
mit it with a dab of guilt and a 
dash of shame. 
But a few nagging questions 
make one wonder if budgets are 
realistic. Do people with similar 
incomes and family sizes truly 
apportion their disposable in­ 
comes in the same manner? And 
more important still, should 
they? 


The answer to both questions 
may well be a resounding “no.” 
Needs differ from family to 
family, and a budget should re­ 
flect these individual differences. 


Times Are Changing 
Researchers at the Consumer 
Service Center of the Scott Pa­ 
per Company point out that 
lifestyles are definitely chang­ 
ing. Several recent studies have 
yielded trend statistics that show 
how far removed many standard 
budgets are from real life. 


For example: 
Many are foregoing tradi­ 
tional three-meal-a-day eating 
patterns for ones that better fit 
their schedule. 
People are spending more on 
travel, entertainment and eating 
out. 


Fashion fads are shorter-lived, 
which means an increase in 
clothing costs if the wearer 
wants to stay in style. 


There’s less emphasis on dur­ 
ability in home expenditures. 


The emphasis on leisure living 
points to a new interest in con­ 
venience. According to the Scott 
researchers, one reason for the 
high sales of paper toweling is 
that today’s consumer prefers 
something she can use and throw 


away, rather than having to 
save rags and launder them. 


Budgeting Clothes 
Clothing budgets, also, often 
ignore the trend to individuality 
and expediency, not to mention 
personal taste. For example: 
—How many budgets consider 
hand-me-downs? A family of 
four can cut clothing costs con­ 
siderably if both children are of 
the same sex. Again, more 
money to spend on leisure liv­ 
ing. 
—More and more women are 
entering the working world. A 
working wife usually needs far 
more for clothing. Do budgets 
usually consider this? Person­ 
ally-tailored ones do; standard 
published ones, rarely. 
Individuals should adjust bud­ 
gets to their own or families’ 
needs. Standard budgets empha­ 
size total money cost. But the 
heart of the budget should really 
be the list of items to be ac­ 
quired, with priorities set by 
each individual. 
A published “guideline” bud­ 
get can be helpful in quantify­ 
ing the total amount of dispos­ 
able income a family has at a 
particular income level. But al­ 
location is still an independent 
decision. N o computer in Wash­ 
ington can really tell any family 
that having steak instead of 
sloppy joes is less important 
than having three pairs of shoes 
instead of two.
